GERMAN VIEW OF JAPS. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

VANCOUVER (B.C.) June 23.—Ac- 
cording to Otto Von Gottberg, war 
correspondent of the Lokal Anzeiger 
of Berlin, who is returning home on 
account of ill health and who. arrived 
here yesterday from the Orient, the 
Japanese are superior to any Furo- 
pean armed force. In an interview 
he said: 

“Japan wants Korea. The official 
statement given out that the Mikado 
merely wishes to secure a protectorate 
over Korea is only a diplomatic ex- 
cuse. Every prominent Japanese 
government and military official, from 
Gen. Kuroki down, has at different 
times admitted that the aim of Japan 
is to annex Korea and have it as part 
of the Mikado’s dominion. 

“I consider both the naval and mil- 
itary branches of the Japanese fighting 
force considerably superior to that of 
Russia—at least, as shown so far in 
the campaign. 

“The artillery duel really deter- 
mined the result of the battle of the 
Yalu. The work of the Japanese ar- 
tillery, equipped as they were with 
Shimose powder, their new explosive, 
was so disastrous to the Russian ar- 
tillery that the latter was practically 
annihilated and the Russian general 
withdrew his forces, leaving only a 
rear guard of some 4000 men. It was 
this latter force which distinguished 
themselves by offering a stubborn re- 
sistance as long as they were able to 
resist the advance of the Japanese. 

“Gen. Kuroki impressed me as be- 
ing a very able strategist. He is 
very suave, always cool and during all 
the fighting I witnessed he was con-

Yang in view of the absence of any 
direct advance from Feng Wang 
Cheng and the concentration of the 
Japanese forces south. 

In the opinion of many ve 
military men, Kouropatklüs massing 
of troops at Kaichou does hot neces- 
sarily indicates his intention to give 
battle, but merely to check the Japa- 
nese advance and defer the occupation 
of Newchwang, the possession of 
which would be of great advantage to 
the Japanese during the rainy season, 
afforaing the enemy housing accom- 
modations and enabling them to land 
supplies and harass the Russians. 

The occupation of Siung Yo Shan 
by a Japanese detachment indicates 
that the connection between the ene- 
my’s armies is practically assured. 
Siung Yo Shan is half way between 
Gen. Oku's and Gen. Kuroki’s positions, 
at Senuchen and Siu Yen, respective- 
ly. In the opinion of the General 
Staff the Slung Yo Shan detachment 
is an outpost of the Siu Yen army or 
of another force recently landed at 
Ching Tai Tsze. The roads from Siu 
Tien and Ching Tai Tsze pass Siung 
Yo Shan, whence they proceed respec- 
tively to Senuchen and Kaichou. 

The information of the War Office 
accounts for the position of twelve 
Japanese iivisions. The whereabouts 
of two others is unknown. These are 
the Sixth and Seventh, which prob- 
ably were the last to arrive, as they 
come from Hakodate. One or both 
may have just landed, finishing a link 


between the armies of Kuroki and 


Oku. According to the latest reports 
Oku’s army is still several miles 
south of Senuchen. 
JAPS WILL ATTACK.

ASHINGTON, June 23.—Aside 
from Secretary Loeb, Assistant 
Secretary of State Francis B. 
Loomis was the first official of the 
administration to extend his congrat- 
ulations to the President. Later in 
the day, however, other officials called 
at the White House to felicitate him 
upon his nomination. The President 


rose from his chair to receive the af- 


fectionate congratulations of those 
about him. He was the most uncon- 
cerned, seemingly, of all. He chatted, 


‘in animated manner, a few minutes 


with Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss Carew and 
Mr. Loeb, and then accompanied his 
secretary to the executive offices. 

Outward indications that Theodore 
Roosevelt was about to be chosen 
unanimously as the standard-bearer 
of his party absolutely were lacking at 
the White House in the morning. The 
President appeared at his desk at the 
usual hour, and began immediately to 
transact routine executive business 
with Secretary Loeb. The important 
subjects disposed of, he received seve- 
rai visitors, for whom engagements 
had been made. No members of the 
Cabinet called during the early hours 
of the business day. The President 
was kept in close touch with the sit- 
uation at Chieago through the press 
bulletins and private messages from 
the convention hall, which were re- 
ceived over a special wire at the White 
House. 

On his return to the executive of- 
fices, after he had been informed of 
his nomination, the President greeted 
cordially a number of newspaper men. 
He expressed his pleasure at receiving 
the warm congratulations of those 
who, in the performance of their dut- 
ies, are kept constantly in touch with 
the President and his work. : 

Sitting tilted back in a big arm 
chair at his desk, the President chat- 
ted freely and frankly with those 
about him. All were his personal 
friends, and the President frealized 
perfectly that the little confidences wi 
the “executrve session,” as he himself 
termed it, would be held as inviolable. 
He talked and acted not as President 
of the Unitea States, not as the stan- 
dard-bearer of @ great politica! party. 
but as Theodore Roosevelt, the ma:

other; laughed heartily at a cartoon

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


AMERICAN ART 
AND ARTISTS. 


The Grandest Exhibit Ever 
Seen in This Country. 
Contributed by Seventeen 
Different Nations. 
Palace of Art -One of the 
Finest Buildings.

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


ST. LOUIS, June 16.—The Palace of 
Art, on the crest of the hill behind 
Festival Hall, is really a triple build- 
ing. The central portion is permanent 
—a noble edifice of dressed stone, that 
has cost $1,450,000, and is the gift of the 
Exposition to St. Louis as the city’s 
future art gallery. Here are assembled 
America’s paintings, works of sculp- |. 
ture. and masterpieces in the artistic 
handicrafts. To right and left are 
the subsidiary pavilions, of ample pro- 
portion, but of less imposing architec- 
ture, built of brick 60 as to be reason- 
ably fireproof, but marked for dem- 
olition at the conclusion of the Fair, 
In these are arranged the paintings 
and sculpture that have been contrib- 
uted dy seventeen differeuc nati--na, 
and form far and away the grandest 
display of temporaneous art ever 


seen in America. 

I enjoyed the privilege of a private 
view some days fore the opening in 
the companionship of the well-known 
London art critic, Herbert Baker, and 
under the guidance Prof. Halsey C. 
Ives, the chief of the Art Department 
ot the Exposition, and of his second-in- 
command, Charles M. Kurtz. Structur- 
ally the galleries are among the finest 
in the world, space, air, ana light, the 
three great desiderata, all being per- 
fect. The next point that will strike 
the visitor is the exquisite harmony ev- 
erywhere manifested. With supreme 
care, patience, and judgment every 
picture to be hung has been considered 
with special regard to effective and ar- 
tistic grouping. So each room is in it- 
self a fine composition of colors, ther: 
is no note of discord, every canvas is 
helped by its neighbors. Nor is there 
the crowding, or the “skying.” that so 
often mar a picture gallery. The whole 
effect is delightful—restful and satis- 
fying from every sense of complete- 
ness. The art of the art exhibitor has 
mever been more successfully demon- 
strated. 


WORKS OF PAST DECADE. 

The plan of the St. Louls manage- 
ment has been to restrict the interna- 
tional display to works of the past de- 
cade, thus affording the chance of sur- 
veying contemporary art as a whole, 
of instituting com 
caining a clew as to present progress- 
iveness. Each artist's place of show- 
ing is determined strictly by place of 
birth. so we find the United States sec- 
tion enriched by the paintings of a num- 
ber of men who are true Americana, 
although long residence in Europe has 
almost merged their nationality in the 
lands of their adoption. The result hes 
been to marshal, more representative- 
ly than has ever before been done, 
the artistic achievements of America.

Then there are cases gold 
and silver plate, of jewelry and set 
gems of pottery, of porcelain, glass, 
enamel work on metals, artistic leather 
work, masterpleces of bookbinding, 
all showing in a striking manner how 
the United States is advancing rapidly 
into the domain of applied arts, and 
therein sometimes treading for herself 
paths that are both new and full of 
promise. Altogether there are 3600 
pleces of art work shown, of which 963 
are oll paintings. 

DOW AGER EMPRESS PORTRAIT. 

To make selections among the latter 
would be beyond the province of this 
article. The art lover may wander 
fancy free through these suites of gal- 
eries with the certainty that at every 
turn his eye will alight upon something 
of beautv that will remain in memory 
a joy forever. By Way of exception, 
however, special mention must be made 
of the portrait of the redoubtable Dow- 
ager Empress of China, painted by Miss 
K. Carl, which occupies the place of 
honor in one of the main salons The 
small room devoted exclusively to 
paintine by Whistler will also attract 
much attention. 

Finally. I would k visitors not to 
miss a canvas from the brush of a Cal- 
ifornian ter, Charles Rollo Peters. 
It is entitled “After the Gringo Came.” 
And what a story may be read into the 
picture!—the old deserted Mexican hut, 
the cold, impassionless moonlight, the 
riotous and encroaching vegetation that 
will soon smother everything, the sense 
of utter silence and solitude, yet with 
the subtle impression of haunting mem- 
ories of bygone days, when quiet con- 
tent reigned here and happy little chil- 
dren sievt within. I may not have read 
the tale aright, but it is the version to 
my thinking, and all who pause to 
admire may fashion others for them- 
selves. “There is no better piece of 
work in the whole exposition. It is 
perfect in drawing, in composition, and 
in color values. The rendition of the 
moonlight. with the shadows showing 
scarcely reflected light, could not — 
finer.” I put these sentences under in-

Shorter Houps for Butchers. 


Retall meat men have started a 
movement to close all- markets in the 
city on Sundays and at 6:30 o'clock 
on week-day evenings, except Satur- 
days, when the closing hour ie fixed 
at 10 o'clock.

Only 
about twenty shops, mostly conducted 
by union butchers who lost their jobs 
in the silly and woefully-unsuccessful 
Strike last summer, have refused to 
arant shorter hours to the men in 
their employ.

JUST SOUND BUSINESS SENSE. 


The Arizona Republican published 
at Phoenix, discusses editorially the 
Davenport “recall case and after cit- 
ing the plain facts comments in part 


with a 42-room 3-story : 4s fo'lows: 


“The ‘recall’ now in motion in Los 
Angeles is aimed at one of the mem- 
bers of the City Council, Davenport 
by name. Councilman Davenport's 
offense consists in having voted to 
award the city printing to the Los 
Angeles. Times, at a figure inally 
higher than competing bide Ry some 
$11.000. The theory upon whieh Dav- 
enport and his colleagues proceeded 
was that the only object in spending 
the public funds for public printing 
is to advise the people of what is 
being done by their servants in of- 
fice. They found that the circulation 
of The Times was greatly in ,excess 
of the circulation of any other pa- 
per, and reached the somewhat Ilogi- 
cal conclusion that, circulation con- 
sidered, the figures submitted by The 
Times were the Jowest. 

“Certanly, that was a conclusion 
warranted by common sense, and it 
is one which guides the action. of 
all business men who edvertise. .. 
It is generally the official theory, 
however, that the public is not inter- 
ested in reading official proceedings, 
and accordingly the public printing 
is awarded as graft—as in the case 
of the Territorial printing, for ex- 
ample. which goes to publications 
some of which have absolutely no 
legitimate cireulation. 

“But it seems that the business men 
in the City Council of Los Angeles 
viswed the question from a business 
‘The law requires us to 
get this printing done somewhere,’ 
they argued, ‘and it is common sense 
to. suppose that the law contemplates 
a full equivalent for the money ex- 
pended. Space in some publications 
would be worth practically notuing 
to the city, and the money would be 
wasted. Why not pay a little more, 
nominally, and get full value? 7

STREET RUINED 
THE TREE KILLERS. 


Destruction of “Beautiful Row of 
Grevillas on Union Avenue —Mov- 
ing of Curb Line Four Inches 
Might Have Averted the Havoc. 


HOLESALE tree murder was 

committed from Seventh to 

Eighth streets, on Union avenue, 
yesterday. 

The magnificent grevillas which used 
to make people crane their necks from 
the Seventh-street cars were ruthlessly 
chopped down and lay a mournful heap 
of fallen * down the middle of the 
street. 

They were sacrificed to make way 
for a dinky cement curb which might 
just as well have been pleted far 
enough out to have saved the trees. 
Four inches’ change in the curb line 
would have been enough. In any or- 
dinary affair of ite the change might 
have been made for the sake of these 
beautiful ornaments to the city. 

There is something, however, pecu- 
liafly and mysteriously sacred about 
a curb-stone line. Though little chil- 
dren suffer and fair women be plunged 
down the sewer-holes and strong men 
be torn Umb from limb, the iihe of 
every old cement curb must and shall 
be preserved. 

That curb line had to be just there; 
and the trees were chopped down. 

A woman who no longer lives in that 
neighborhood, but who saw those beau- 
tiful trees planted nearly twenty years 

ago, happened to cOme along the street 

yesterday. When she came suddenly 
around a corner and saw the havoe 
wrought, she burst out crying. 

Later, she went down to the City 
Hall and tried to sate the rest of the 
trees. It was too late, as the grade 
line had been established. 

The people in front of whose places 
the trees stood are sick with grief over 
the tree slaughter. 

That block, between 
Eighth streets, has been one 
prettiest in the city. Now 
like a skinned rabbit. 

The houses which yesterday morn- 
ing looked out on the handsome mina- 
ture forest—onto a street with these 
trees nodding and bowing at each 
other across the war- now have a 
clear aud comprehensive view of the 
back door of a grocery store. 

One of the sufferers, however, is the 
grocer» himself. His storeroom was

The superiority of oll over water 


as an agent for laying the dust on 


public highways may be regarded as 
having 
the experimental work of the past few 
years. In Southern California, where 


been practically done away with, 
whereas it was formerly a very seri- 
ous drawback, and a continuing heavy 
expense where water was used in the 
effort, never very successful, to keep 
the dust laid. Experiments made upon 
city streets have demonstrated that 


dust than water, and that in the end 
it is less expensive, though slightly 
more costly in the initial outlay. 

In view of these facts, the right 
course of the city of Los Angeles td 
pursue in the premises is obvious. 80 
soon as practicable, the use of water 
for street sprinkling purpeses should 
be superseded by the use of oil. 

Aside from the démonstrated supert- 
ority of oil for the purpose indicated, 


potent. Water in this part of the 
country is not a very plentiful com- 
modity. At the p t time, some

geles. Even with this great amount of 
water thrown upon the streets daily, 
the dust is not satisfactorily laid. The 
streets are either muddy, when too 
much water is used, or they are too 
dry when not enough is used. There 
is already a shortage of water for 
domestic use and the

responding ratio. It is only a ques- 
tion of time when choice will have to 
be made between the use of water for 
street sprinkling and its use for lawns 
and gardens. The laying of the street 
dust is an imperative necessity. On 
the other hand, the lawns and flow- 
ers, which are a feature of every home, 
constitute the glory of beautifut Los 
Angeles, making it one of the lovéliest 
cities in the world. ..... 


lawns and flowers without sacrificing 
the beauty of the city and seriously’ 
impairing its property values. We 
cannot, it is equally clear, get along 
without some means of laying the 
dust in our busy streets. 
streets—this is the rational deduction. 

Even if the use of oil were much 
more expensive than the use of water 
for the purpose, olled streets would 
perforee be the final solution of — 
problem, because the availa 


streets, in addition to being 
satisfactory. Under our ardent sun- 
shine the water soon evaporates from 
the street surface, leaving it dry and 
dusty. Where water is used, the dust 
must be laid anew every day, and 
two or three times a day. On 4 prop- 
erly oiled street the dust is laid ef- 
fectively for weeks, only two or three 
applications being required the first 
season and one or two light applications 
per season thereafter; in ordér to keep | 
the surface in first class condition, 
and practically free from dust. 

The Council has under considera- 
tion the question of substituting oll for 
water on most of the streets of Los 
Angeles. The evidence is overwhelm- 
ing and conclusive in favor of the 
use of oll, and the Counefi will do well 
to act in actordance with that fact. 
In the matter of the offer of the 
street railroads to oll their rights of 
way, The Times does not now under- 
take to say how, or upon what basis, 
the division of responsibility and the 
cost of the entire work should be ad- 
justed. The requisite agreement and 
arrangements can be made later, as 
may be found just and expedient. A 
plan would have to be adopted, of 
course, by which the work would be 
dene in a uniform manner. These 
details can probably be arranged with- 
out difficulty. The main thing is to 
adopt the street oiling system and to 
retire the sprinkling wagons as soon 
as the change can conveniently be 
brought about.

Gives Brief History of Eight - hour 
Day Movement in that State, and 
the Part Played by Moyer and His 
iniquitous Gang in the Strikes and 
Violence. 


The Colorado Springs Telegraph de- | 


voted considerable editorial-page 
space in a recent issue to a statement 
of the causes agd conditions leading 
up to the dastardly outrages in Cripple 
Creek. After calling down” Colo- 
rado’s critics the Telegraph takes up 
Ray Stannard Baker's article in 
McClure’s and then tells briefly iue 
story of the eight-hour day move- 
ment. E. E. Rittenhouse, editor of the

There is no time better than the 
present to show the falsity of this 
statement of fact and the absurdity of 
this excusé for the violence and mur- 
ders committed upon non-union men 
by the lawless element of the striking 
miners in the Cripple Creek and Tellu- 
ride districts. 3 

Just before the close of the session 
the State Senate passed a resolution 
withdrawing its conference committee 
on the eight-hour bill and maki no 
request for further conference. is 
left the Hause powerless to act further 
on the bill and there being no further 
business it adjourned. 

The legislature failed in its duty but 
what did this have to do with the 
strike of the millmen and the miners, 
or with the bloodshed which accom- 
panied these strikes? 

Absolutely nothing, either directly 
or indirectly. Mr. Baker’s statement 
to the contrary ies manifestly due to 
ignorance of the facts. 

The eight-hour day had been in ef- 
fect in nearly all the wmetalliferous 
mines in the state for years. 

The first strike which led up to the 
miners’ strike was ordered by Presi- 
dent Moyer at the Standard mill, Colo- 
rado City, on February 14, 1903. 

This was nearly fifty days before 
the eight-hour law was killed in the 
State Senate. Surely it is not reason- 
able to think that Mr. Moyer ordered 
the strike because he thought the As- 
sembly might fail in Ks duty at some 
future time! 

But the more important fact is that 
the millmen did not even mention 
“eight hours” in their first demand, 
for the good and sufficient reason that 
the eight-hour day had been in effect 
in the Standard mill for five years. 
They asked for more wages and rec- 
ognition of the union which their em- 
ployers refused to grant. 

Three days after this first strike oc- 
curred Mr. Moyer said in public that 
he might call out the Cripple Creek 
miners working in mines shipping to 
this mill. What dig the eight-hour 
question have to do‘with this? 

The eight-hour day had been in et- 
fect in Cripple Creek for ten years. 

On March 18, nineteen days before 
the eight-hour law was killed, Mr. 
Moyer carried out his threat and the 
union miners at the mines shipping 
ore to the Standard mill quit work. 
This was done for the declared pur- 
pose of forcing the mill to accede to 
the unon’s demands or close down. 

‘Eleven days later; on April 1, 1903, 
a settlement was effected and the men 
went back to work.

“The people of Nebraska found out

said one of the Nebraskans yesterday. 
“Through Oxnard’s manipulation a 
bill was passed by the State Legis- 
lature which provided for a bounty of 
about $2.50 a ton on sugar beets grown 
in Nebraska, The object of the bill 
was supposed to encourage the indus- 
try as times were hard and the 
ground was lying fallow. Shortly aft- 
er the passage of the bill Oxnard sent 
his agents through the country and 
signed up,contracts to supply the 
farmers with seeds if they would sell 
the beets at a certain price and relin- 
quish claim to the bounty. The farm- 
ers seeing their beets sold before they 
were even planted gladly accepted the 
terms. 

“The induktry thrived but when the 
time came for the appropriation to be 
made by the State for the payment of 
the bounty it was found that the great- 
er part.of the money Was to go into 
the coffers of Oxnard and the Legis- 
lature voted the appropriation down on 
the grounds that the aim of the bounty 
had not been fulfilled.’

FINE SIGHT 
AT NORMAL 


Rin ging Words for Host of 
Teacher Graduates. 


— — 
Retiring President Bids His 
Formal Farewell. 


Class and Faculty Hold a Re- 
ception Later. | 


Fifty-eight graduates, all but four of 
them young ladies in spotless white 
gowns, covered the rostrum of the 
Normal School auditorium tier on tier 
last night, facing ah audience that 
filled the big assembly room to the last 
seat. These plentiful audiences are a 
feature of the Los Angeles Normal 
School commencements, no class of the 
city’s graduates seeming to have more 
friends than the budding teachers, and 
this hearty welcome to the world’s 
work that is always extended to Nor- 
mal graduates adds zest to the com- 
mencements on the Fifth-street hill. 

The commencement exercises were 
opened by the chanting of the Lord's 
prayer by the graduating class, ac- 
cording to the custom by which each 
day’s work is begun in the school, The 
class then sang “The Lost Chord,“ 
after which the invited speaker of the 
evening, Hon. William A. Cheney, de- 
livered an address on The Symmetry 
of Intellect.” 

It was a splendid address—eloquent, 
useful. Following a brief review the 
efforts made in the State Legislature 
which finally led to the organization of 
the Los Angeles State Normal School 
in 1882, the speaker dwelt upon the 
theme of the human mind, its develop- 
ment, use and unlimited capacity when 
properly exerted. Speaking of the 
school’s small beginning, he said: 

“The beginning was indeed small, 
and the promise not large, but the 
school grew and grew, and during the 
last deeade it has turned out some of 
the best material in the world of teach- 
ers. Much of its development it owes 
to the man who gave his energy, atten- 
tion, intellect, prayer and courage to 
its upbuilding, its president during 
this period of achievement, Edward T. 
Pierce. Under him it has grown to 
be an institution of which we may all 
feel proud.“ 

Continuing, the speaker extolled the 
power of the human mind when exert- 
ed, under the guidance of the divine 
322 “What you have learned here,” 
e said, “composes but the tools with 


which you are to meet the world. We 


make our own minds. That we may do 
this, nature has been extremely kind 
in its provisions, and study of this 
wonderful machine, the brain, will 
show that its capacity is far beyond 
the uses to which we usually put it. 
The brain grows by its use; every time 
we repeat a thought we establish a 
preferred pathway in the brain, and in 
time these pathways become as fixed 
as if they were carved from stone. The 
specialist, after a time, loses the power 
of generalization. A diverse use of the 
brain is the only means for the devel- 
opment of the mind in its broad ca- 
pacities. We do not live that we may 
work, but we work to acquire that by 
which we may live, and to live rightly 
— happily the broad mind is neces- 


ry. 

“Intellect is life—that is earthly- life. 
There is no charm in life so great as 
that which comes from the use of the 
intellect, and at the height of intellect 
is a cultivated imagination. This is 
the very crown of lite.“ : 

The flow of intellect was followed by 
the flow ‘of music, the members of the 
school glee club banking themselves in 
a pretty pyramid on the platform and 
singing “Should be Upheld,” and “The 

t Rose of Summer.” 

fter remarks by John Wasson, pres- 
ident of the Board of Trustees, Presi- 
dent Pitrce addressed the class prior to 
delivering the diplomas, To the grad- 
uates the president said, in part: 

“Young ladies and gentlemen, mem- 
bers of the class of 1904, as president 
of the faculty of this Normal school, I 
am about to give into your keeping 
diplomas that will make you a part 
of the army of professionally trained 
teachers. These diplomas will say that 
we as a faculty consider you ‘in all 
respects worthy’ to be leaders of chil- 
dren. In doing this we assume a great, 
a sacred responsibility, but a respon- 
sibility imposed on us by the very 
Constitution of the State which pro- 
vides for the establishment of Normal 
schools. Our responsibility will soon 
be ended so far as you are concerned; 
your own will be but just begun, When 
you entered the Normal School I tried 
to impress on you the importance of 
the work you would have as students. 
But the demands that will be made on 
you as teachers far outweigh in im- 
portance and responsibility those that 
have been made on you as students. 
As Normal, as professionally-trained 
teachers, these duties assume still 
greater import. Not over 10 per cent. 
of the great body of teachers of the 
United States have had special train- 
ing. Many have as broad scholarship 
as you have; many are just as honest 
and sincere as you are. What, then, 
are you W r to have that they 
have not? ou should have a profes- 
sional spirit, a professional knowledge, 
a professional skill not found in them. 
You should have a clearness of peda- 
gogical insight, a fullness of enthu- 
siasm, a worthiness of purpose, a defi- 
niteness of aim not possessed by the 
untrained teacher. 

True teaching will consist in build- 
ing up character, in training men and 
women who have moral stamina and 
bravery. Your pupils must under- 
stand themselves. They must under- 
stand what freedom of thought and 
freedom of action mean in relation to 


themselves as well as to their fellow-. 


men and to the infinite Creator. You 
are then to train men who must be 
free morally as well as broad mentally, 
who will be able to think on questions 
of right and wrong for themselves. 
You must not only conserve the ego, 
the soul, that is your own true self, 
but you must teach with Walt Whit- 
man that the I, the ee of 
each one is the atest gift of God. 
With the strife after wealth and post- 
tion and honors; with the abounding 
love of luxuries and pleasufes; with 
the tendency to corruption in hizh 
places, the man of the present day is 
in danger of losing a grasp on his 
real. his spiritual self.“ 

ng himself directly to the 
public, the retiring head of the insti- 
tutton Said: 

My last public act in connection with 
this Normal School has been performed. 
For thirty-four years I have been a 
teacher, twenty-three of which have 
been in this State. For fifteen years I 
have had charge of normal schools. 
having organized the one at Chico in 
1889. I am glad to lay down the re- 
sponsibility that I have held so long. 
My interest in the educational work of 
the State will continue, however. This 
must necessarily be because of the 
large part that I have had in it. It 
is with a feeling of eratification that I 
look beck on my connection with this 
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I have a profound sense of gratitude 
to God that He has permitted me io 
work for over the third of a century 
in the public and normal schools of 
this and other States. As I retire from 
active service in the educational fleid 
I wish to express my sincere thanks 
to the large number of students who 
have sat under my teaching for their 
confidence and friendship, to the many 
members of the different faculties who 
have worked so cheerfully and faith- 
fully side by side with me, and to the 
board of trustees who have so univer- 
sally assisted me in my efforts to im- 
prove our system of public-school edu- 
cation. I carry with me into the 
future a deep and abiding interest in 
the continued welfare of the State 
Normal School at Los Angeles. I sin- 
cerely wish that my successor, Dr. 
Millspaugh, were here, that I might in- 
troduce him to you. He is a gentle- 
man of culture and high purpose. I 
am glad to claim him as a friend. I 
hope that all my friends will heartily 
support him in his earnest efforts to 
-advance the interests of the school.”

In his final report, President Pierre 
gave, among others, the following in- 
terestine facts in a résumé of the his- 
‘tory of the Los Angeles Normal: 

PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 

“The State Normal School at Los 
Angeles has been established twenty- 
two years. This time may be divided 
properly into two periods, representing 
different eras in the progess of the in- 
stitution. During the first eleven years 
the course of study covered but three 
years from the grammar school. Most 
of the curriculum was devoted to aca- 
demic instuction, because this was 
most needed by the teachers of that 
time. 

“In 1893, the Legislature granted an 
appropriation of $75,000 for the pur- 
pose of enlarging the buildings and 
adding to the equipment. In the 
meantime, new demands had deen 
made upon the Normal schools of 
the country, both in the way of 
broader scholarship and of technical 
training. These demands were met in 
the Los Angeles State Normal by 
lengthening the course of study to 
four years for ninth-grade students, 
adding much more professional work 
and increasing the amount of prac- 
tice work required before graduation, 
which latter was made possible by re- 
organizing the training school so as 
to include eight grades, instead of 
four, and giving the use of fifteen 
rooms. Our enlarged facilities, also 
enabled us to provide new laboratories 
for physics, chemistry, biology, and 
geography, and to equip them fully. 

“A thoroughly trained man was en- 
gaged to take charge of the work 
in psychology and pedagogy and to 
direct the. work in the training school. 
Manual training was introduced and 
a full equipment provided for carry- 
ing on the werk in both the Normal 
and the practice departments. Much 
more attention than formerly was 
given to art; rooms were fitted up 
especially for carrying on the work, 
and a special teacher was placed in 
charge of At. 

“The time also seemed ripe for the 
State to take up the training of kind- 
ergarten teachers. The first depart- 
ment of the kind under State auspices 
was established in connection with 
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riculum was modified to include a 
course in domestic science and do- 
mestic art, as a necessary training 
for teachers, a demand that is grow- 
ing throughout. the country. In con- 
nection with this department, a lunch 
room n maintained, in which 
students obtain, Warm lunches at a 
moderate cost. 

“During the past ten years, many 
of the rooms have been decorated with 
works of art. The assembly room has 
more than $1000 worth of statues and 
pictures presented to the school by 
the graduating classes. The class 
that is just graduating has presented 
the school with a membership in the 
Archaeological Institute of America at 
a cost of $100 or $1.30 for each mem- 
ber. It does not look as though school 
spirit were lacking. 

“A commodious, well-lighted, fully- 
furnished, and beautifully decorated 
library room, now provides accommo- 
dations so ample that one hundred 
students at a time may study or do 
research work without crowding. The 
library contains above 12,000 volumes, 
besides a large number of valuable 
pamphlets, 

„A school garden has been properly 
laid out, in which the primary classes 
of the training school grow and cul- 
tivate plants and do much of their 
nature study. A separate garden has 
been provided for the kindergarten 
children, in which each child has his 
own ace for work. The children of 
this department also havean out-door 
gymnasium constructed on an original 
plan.”
